This champion load in the Shorthorn carlot divi- 
sion of the first postwar Chicago International Live- 
stock Show illustrated the extreme profitability of 
today’s commercial type Shorthorns. Their earlier 
maturity gives the advantage over other breeds of 
being ready for competition for market early or of 
being able to hold bloom longer for more probitable 
later showing or sale if necessary. These averaged 
1,045 lbs. around and were exhibited by Hugh Morris 
of Ainsworth, Iowa, who brought seven loads of 
Shorthorns to the show—105 head of the best ship- 
ment of heavy cattle of any breed ever seen at Chi- 
cago by many yard experts. They were purchased 
as feeders in Colorado and Montana at around 500

The champions sold at 50c 
a lb.; one load not entered for competition sold for 
38c a lb. The 105 head averaged a fraction over 41e 
a lb. to gross over $49,000 not including more than 
$600 in prize money. 


At the 1947 show he had 124 head, four loads of 
which were in the prize money and four were sold 
on the open market. The 124 head averaged 1,111 
Ibs., each, grossed $54,543.90, and won an additional
